opened here today. That little

teresting find we have made so far this season. It may shake 
the traditional date for the founding of Utica, making it even 


The find may throw valuable“ 
light on the extension of Egyptian 
influence, for this ring ie not Phoe- 
nician, it is Egyptian, and the sym- 
bol its seal bears is believed to be 
that of Tehutimes III, who reigned 
before Tut-Ankh-Amen and was 


One ring, even though backed 
up as thie one is by amulets carved 
with the same exquisite workman- 
ship, does not, of course, in itself 
disclose any fact, but it does start 
many trains of thought which may 
bring us to other evidence and un- 
expected conclusions. 

For the present I must leave the 
story of how this ring came from 
Egypt to this faraway anonymous 
tomb to the romanticists whose 
imaginations the subject may well 
fascinate. The on definite state- 
ment we can now make is that it 
is certainly the oldest object yet 
found here, and that, though small, 
the ring is archael a most 
important object. 


The thing which has made the 
countryside around once populous 


fed city is the fact that we dis- 
covered yesterday three big Punic 
sarcophagi. They have all been 
found twelve to fifteen feet under 
the surface where a few days ago 
droves of pigs were rooting for 
food—disturbing the mighty men 
of Utica no more than Omar's 
wild ass awakened Bahram, that 
great hunter. 

It is small wonder, for all three 
tombe are carved out of single 
blocks of sandstone, more than 
a yard square and eight feet and 
a half long, with walls a foot 
thick and a lid twenty inches 
through. * 

The sarcophagus containing the 
ring was found cracked in two. 
Above it at the foot was an 
empty pottery amplfora, forty. 
inches high, capable of holding 
more than ten gallons of liquid 
food, which, it is believed, was or- 
iginally placed there for the dead. 
Such an amphora is not usually 
found with sarcop of this kind. 

Lying on the lid of the tomb was 
another valuable relic, a miniature 
Punic column of ivory six inches 
long, which is unique in our col- 
lection. .

TO COAST TRADE 


Los Angeles Man Sees Wool 
Rate Handicap 


Boston Plea for Through 
Charges Argued

PORTLAND (or) March 26.— 
Pacific Coast commerce will suffer, 
whether rail or marine, industrial 
expansion will be retarded and rail- 
roads will be adversely affected if 
the application of Boston wool 
interests for joint through rail 
and water rates is granted by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
according to testimony by witnesses 
today in the hearing here before 
Commisisoner J. B. Campbell o 
Washington, D. C. 

H. R. Brashear, traffic manager 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, and J. KE. Davis, assist- 
ant general freight agent of the 
Union Pacific system, testified that 
the issues involved are of far 
greater scope than the one question 
of wool rates. 


SPACE BASIS 


Steamship lings serving Pacific 
Coast ports opefate, to an extent, 
on a space-selling basis, Mr. Brash- 
ear said, explaining that certain 
space is allotted to Seattle, Port 
land, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cosco and that orders taken for 
shipment are limited to space 
available. 
On a through joint rail and water 
busis, space probably could not be 
alotted, he continued. A reorgani- 
zation of the shipping system would 
be necessary, he said, explaining 
that the amount of space might 
be available for shipments orig!i- 
nating at a certain port could not 
be determined until after sh'p- 
ments of wool, sent from inland 
points on a through bill of lad- 
ing. had reached the dock.

ship it to Los Angeles. In that 
way would ‘industrial txpansion be 
handicapped, making it practically 
impossible for the estblishment of 
new woolen mapufacturing insti- 
tutions and making it difficult or 
present far*ories to compete with 
those of Boston. 
So. complete was the testimony 
of J. E. Davis in regard to the 
effect the proposed change would 
have on railroad prosperity. 
that testimony of other rail offi- 
tls ealled was very brief. They. 
for the most part, took only time 
to submit exhibiis and declare that 
they were in accord with Mr., Da- 
vis's opinions.

The first-baseman’s fielding du- 
tles are many. He should handle 


i any ground ball hit in his diree- 


fact, the best plan is for 
him te take ev- 
ery ball he can 
himself. While 
the pitcher is 
expected to 
break for first 
base when balls 
are hit In that 
direction, the 
baseman should 
wave him away.

You 
are in a better position than the 
catcher to get the latter, because 
you are coming in and have a bet 
ter line on the ball. The catcher 
has to take it over his shoulder. 

If the batter makes a clean hit 
to left and rounds first base in an 
effort to reach second, it is up to 
the first basemar to get in line 
with the throw from the outfield. 
By so backing up the base he can 
prevent the runner taking an extra 
base in the event of the throw be- 
Ing a bad one. 

hen men are on first and third 
with none out, the first baseman 
should make the play at the plate 
on a ball hit to him. He must play 
to stop the run, of course. But 
with one out and runners in the 
same positions, the first sacker 
should try for a double play via 
second base. Get the bail away 
and get back to the bag. 

if you know the batter as a 
very speedy man and have doubts 
of completing a double, the thing 
to do is to make the play at the 
plate to stop the run. 

The first baseman has to use his 
head in cutting off throws from 
the outfield and throw to the bases 
or relay the ball home, according 
to the runners on the paths. He 
ean break up many a rally by be- 
ing alert in this respect.

NEW YORK, March 26. — Tw 
men were arrested tonight, charged 
with being members of a band of 
ro rs and bootleggers whose 
cache of stolen goods estimated to 
be worth as much as $1,000,000 
Was discovered today in an old 
two-story building on South street. 

The suspects said they were Pat- 
rick Mitchell, a laborer. and Max 

ce, a salesman, both of New 
York. They are charged specifical- 
ly with stealing today, from the 
warehouse of Pinous, Sachs & Co., 
$30,000 worth of woolens which 
were found in the warehouse. 
They denied the charges. 
Police in their raid on the ware- 
douse found great stores of fab- 
rics of all kinds, leathers, dyes, 
canned goods, cigarettes and 
cigars; between seventy-five and 
100 barrels of alcohol and liquor, 
and in the basement two large 
stilis which apparently had been 
in recent operation. They found 
a fleet of twenty-two trucks, some 
of which have been identified as 
recently stolen. 

They found desks, telephones, 
filing cabinets, typewriters, corre- 
‘spondence and other indications 
that this was the headquarters of 
an extensive mail-order business 
conducted by a highly organized 
bandit and bootlegger band. 

They found ret doors and 
Stairways with an ‘ingenious buzzer 
signal alarm system: a trick safe 
con led in a wall and a trap 
door operated ty electricity: a 
store of six-shooters; altogether 
a fantastic combination of a mod- 
ern big-business office and dime- 
novel bandits’ lair.

HOSPITAL PLANS 


Good Samaritan to Have 
$1,000,000 Building 


Block Surrounding Present 
Home is Purchased 


Wik ta ‘Added 
for 250 Patients 


BY ALMA WHITAKER 

The present Good Samaritan 
Hospital will soon be a mere wing 
of a magnificent new $1,000,000 
hospital, which the Episcopal 
Church will build on an exten- 
sion of the present site. 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Joseph J. John- 
son announces the acquisition of 
the entire block of land, surround- ; 


ing the present Good Samaritan 
Hospital at Witmer and Wilshire. 
Plans for the new building are be- 
ing prepared by Reginald D. John- 
son, consulting with Dr. Broder- 
ick of San Francisco, regarded by 
many as the best California au- 
thority on hospital construction. 

As now, the new hospital will be 
a nonprofit corporation, and the 
financing has all been provided 
for. There will be no campaign 
for funds, and any legacies will be 
devoted to endowment purposes. 

Accommodation for 250 beds will 
be added to the present 150. The 
latest and best modern equipment 
will be installed throughout, the 
whole edifice being of Class A con- 
struction. 

One particularly precious feature 
of the new hospital will be a gen- 
erous provision of rooms at $10 a 
week, for patients of modest in- 
come in addition to the free beds 
of which there are at present a 
dozen, endowed by benefactors. 
This “charitable” work is abso- 
lutely confidgential—none but the 
patient knows of the benefits be- 
stowed. Any room may become a 
free room, or a $10 a week room— 
none are labeled as such. 

The former Lyman Stewart 
property was acquired a year ago. 
and transformed into the nurses’ 
residence This is now completed. 
It Is situated at Sixth and Lucas 
streets, 

The location, almost in the cen- 
ter of town as it is, and yet high 
upon a hill, 
and far enough from car lines for 
quietude, is regarded as particu- 
larly ideal for tne pu * 

Somewhere round about 18896, 
“Sister Mary’ a gobsd Episcopali- 
an, started a little private hospital 
known as the Los Angeles Hospital 
and Home for Invalids. This was 
located on Olive atreet, near Third 
street, and was later taken over 
by St. Paul's Cathedral and its 
name changed to St. Paul's Hospit- 
al in 1887. 

But as the city grew and the 
scope of the hospital became more 
widespread, it was rebuilt at Six- 
teenth and Hill streets and became 
the Good Samaritan Hospital. Then 
it went to Seventh and Figueroa 
streets. 

The present building of the 
Good Samaritan Hospital was 
erected by a corporation of osteo- 
paths and was first known as the 
Columbia Hospital. As a stock- 
holding concern it proved a falil- 
ure. It was then that the Epis- 
copal Church consolidated with it, 
secured 51 per cent of its stock, 
and finally it emerged as the non- 
profit corporation, exclusively 
Episcopalian, that it now is. 

Thus Bishép Johnson is proud 
that the Episcopal Church really 
pioneered in the hospital field in 
this city. 

It is interesting to reflect that 
the churches do undertake this 
hospital provision. Actually the 
idea fits better into modern views 
than was formerly the case. But 
today religion is not necessarily 
associated with the undertaker, 
but with the healing and redemp- 
tion of the body as well as of 
the soul. Ministers are now rarely 
called for deathbed penitences, but 


| officiate at the bedsides through- 


out illnesses. There is to be a 
charming chapel in the new hospl- 
tal, too. 

These church hospitals under- 
take the important service of 
training and educating nurses— 
as well as with imbuing them 
with the spiritual care and inter- 
est for their patients. 

Thus Bishop Johnson feels that 
this new hospital is as important 
as the new beautiful St. Paul's 
Cathedral. 

The average net cost to hosp!- 
tals, per patient per day, is 
$5.50. Hence, it is explained, the 
$35-a-week rooms are actually run 
at a slight loss. This is the low- 
est figure for the regular rate. 
some rooms running as high as 
$65 per week. But as the hospital 
is a nonprofit organization, these 
luxurious invalids make up the 
balance for those special $10-a-

EAT FAMINE THREATS 
.» According to trained computers in the 
cattle industry, the country is due to have a 
meat shortage which will reach its peak in 
high prices next fall. It seems that cattle can- 
not be bred and fed with any profit when 
grain is so high and meat so low. The 
raisers are ridding themselves of their 
flocks. The markets are glutted with live 
stock, but the supply is shrinking at its 
source and there are no immediate reserves. 
This at least is the contention of the pack- 
ers. But there are many who do not worry 
and to whom the threat of a meat famine 
brings no terror. Although America was 
brought up on meat, it is now found pos- 
sible to keep the home fires burning on 
eggs, vegetables and fruits. Poultry and 
fish may satisfy the original appetite for 
red beef. It doesn't take long to produce 
a fresh supply and in the meantime folks 
may go without meat without dying off in 
vast numbers.

ILLANG THE GOOSE 

That the passing of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul Railroad into the 
hatids of a receiver should have occasioned 
a general slump in transportation securi- 
ties is not surprising. Money for invest- 
ment in such securities has been tight ever 
since the railroads were released from gov- 
ernment operation. The act under which 
they were turned back to their owners con- 
tains some provisions so drastic that The 
Times expressed its doubt at the time 
whether the average lines could be finanted 
and operated successfully under such han- 
dicaps. . 

There were, and are, a few strong groups 
that can operate under those conditions and 
pay a moderate return to the investofs. But 
the weaker lines are just as important to 
the territory they serve as the stronger 
ones; and an act that eventually drives the 
weaker ones to the wall is plainly not con- 
ducive to the public welfare. | ä 

Government operation under the Wilso 
administration proved conclusively that pri- 


tion lines of the country more economically 
and efficiently than a goyernment depart 
ment, for the good and ‘sifficient reason 
that trained railroad m are better 
equipped for the job than politicians. The 
country has recognized this; but the politi- 
clans have given to it only a reluctant rec- 
ognition. They have impos¢d conditions on 
the railroads that have put an end to rail- 
road construction and that are checking the 
development of many sections of the coun- 
try, because they lack adequate transpor- 
tation facilities. 


clans made capital out of baiting the rail- 
roads. They represented to the people that 
the transportation lines were robbing them 
and that freight and passenger rates could 
be cut in half without injuring the service. 
When the government took control those 
fallacies were explotied. And it is self-evi- 
dent that, if the railroads are to be oper- 
ated by private corporations, those corpo- 
rations should receive friendly co-operation 
and support from the public. 

During the year 1924 more miles of rail- 
road were abandoned in the United States 
than were constructed. The raflroads did 
not earn on the average as much as 5 per 
cent on the investment. And it is interest- 
ing to consider here who are the investors. 
The stock of the great transportation lines 
is no longer held fn the hands of a few cap- 
italists. There are something like 10,000,- 
000 holders of transportation securities in 
the country. The great majority of the 
stock of all the important lines is in the 
hands of small investors. That slump in 


few wealthy people; it hits 10,000,000, most- 
ly persons of moderate means. 

Private operation under government con- 
trol is the best solution yet found for the 
transportation problem; but it can only be 
successful if that control is exercised in a 
genérous and friendly spirit. When the 
margin of profit permitted is so low that 
the railroad managements cannot float suc 
cessfully bond issues for new construction 
it is evident that the government control fs 
too drastic. When a line doing the bust 
ness of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
is forced into a receivership it must be evi- 
dent that there are other lines which, under 
present regulations, are approaching the 
danger line. 

Moreover, it is significant that the ele- 
ments in the country that clamored for gov- 
ermment ownership are the ones who are 
attempting to make the burden of the rail- 
roads too heavy to permit successful opera- 
tion. They seek to attain public ownership 
and operation through making private own- 
ership and operation intolerable to those in 
the transportation business. 3 

To the present the marked decline in the 
stock market has had little effect on busi- 
ness generally. Through the development 
of the Federal Reserve system, which di- 
vides the country into what is termed “pan- 
ic-proof credit units,” a slump tu the stock 
market no longer gives rise to a financial 
cyclone. But it is the confidence of the 
average investor that the government’ will 
deal fairly with the transportation lines that 
keeps the depression from spreading. It 
will be necessary for the next Congress to 
prove by its legislation that this confidence 
is justified. 


HE RAIN PADRE } 

The symphony of the clattering type- 
writer blended with the patter of the rain 
on the office window awakens a welcome 
sentiment of friendly feeling for the “Rain 
Padre,” who has moved his sun spot from 
the north to our southern climes at the 
psychological moment when many had be 
gun to fear that his March predictions 
would fall. So while we hail the prophet of 
Pluvius as a welcome guest many would 
fain hear more of his theory. 


California has sheltered more famous as- 
tronomers than any other American State; 
and while they are discussing Father 
Ricard’s theory in the Bast it is well that 
we should know something locally of the 
broad lines of the rain prophet’s predic- 
tions. Many California farmers wait with 
eagerness for Father Ricard's program at 
the opening of the season for planting and 
sowing crops, and tending the orchards. 
And there are tourists and travelers who 
gauge their side trips to the interior by his 
prognostications. Some industries depend- 
ing on the clemency of the elements balance 
their future speculation of output on his 
dicta. 


The theory of sun spot effect on produc 
tion is interesting; for scientific research 
may possibly perfect a system of reasonable 
expectation of the rainfall to synchronize 
with systematic sowing, planting and tend- 
ing. 

When the growing generation of Califor- 
nia’s fruit growers is able to assimilate the 
principles of scientific probability of atmos- 
pheric conditions sufficiently to discard the 
haphazard hopes of favorable chances, an- 
other step in the right direction of economic 
exclusion of waste will de made. ; 
While the best qualified judges are re- 
served and discordant as to whether sun 
spots are regions of higher or lower tem- 
perature than the photosphere, recent evt 
dence seems to point very definitely to a 
lower temperature. 

The sunspot theory is not a new depar- 
ture from mythological legends of ancient 
astrologers and astronomers. The first ade- 
quate determination of the character as 
well as the amount of solar radiation was 
made by S. P. Langley in 1893 at Mount

ANSWERS TO MOTHERS 


RICKETS AND SUNSHINE 
(Part 2.) 
In last week's paper on Rickets, 
I told you that babies on normal 


diets will sometimes develop rick - 


ets, unless they have plenty of sun- 


oll or one egg yolk a day. 

Today I want to talk a little more 
on the sunshine cure 7 

It used to be thought that plants 


only had the ebility to directly 
take and-use the sunlight to bulld 
up their tissues, but we know now 
that the animal kingd also can 
use certain elements of the sun- 
light. 

It has been found, by animal 
experimentation and by observation 
of bables and children, that they 
may develop ricket® on diets that 
are apparently normal, but if these 
animals and children are exposed 
to the sunlight, is ad- 
sorbed which activates the food 
principles so that they ate better 
ullized by the body, and the rickets 
will be oured. This something 
which its absorbed by the air 
thought to be the invisible ultra- 
violet ray.. 

This makes us lize the ex- 
treme importance oh a goodly am- 
ount of sunlight. It has been 
found that rickets will develop 
most in the spring, because the 
45 follows the winter when 
children are not out in the sunlight 
enough, especially in cold climates. 

The sunlight must be the direct 
sunlight — thet is, not filtered 
through clothing or glass, because 
that filters out the curative rays. 
When it is cold as it is in the 
winter, young babies cannot have 
the benefit of the direct sunlight on 
their arms and legs and that is 
the reason they should get the cod 
liver oll. However, it is just as im- 
portant for the children who are 
old enough to have their arms and 
legs even in the winter 
months, to have their cod liver 
oll. Ot course, you have to re- 
member, always, that these two 
things have to be combined with 
correct diet and other hygienic 


measures.

1. Correct diet. 

2. Direct sunlight (not through 
Class), or through the quartz mer- 
cury vapor lamp.

AOTION IS REVEALED 


The filing. of the action was 


revesied yesterday when Hen- 


dricks, a young man under 30 years 
of age, who recently inherited his 


father’s fortune, was granted

the suit on his wife by publica- 
tion. It was represented to the 
court that efforts to find Mrs. Hen- 
dricks for personal service of 
tis papers in the case had been 
unavailing, as she could not be 
found. Attorney Gerth said he did 
not know just where she is at 
the present time, but believes she 
is somewhere near Los Angeles. 
Hendricks, according to  dis- 
patches from New York, refused to 
discuss the case further than the 
charges covered in the complaint. 


According to close friends of the 


family in Los Angeles, his reticence 
was due to the shock of thé revela- 
tions recently made to him regard- 


chum 
of the youthful millionaire, was 
at his side in the Roosevelt Hotel 
in the eastern metropolis last 
night, attempting to comfort him, 
Elliott's mother said. He was 
weeks making up his mind to file 
the suit, Mrs. Elliott stated.

Campaign for New Building 
to Commence April 6 


Immediate Action to Lessen 
Fire Risk Demanded 


Conditions W orse 
Than at Playa Del Rey 


By a “Times” Staff | 

PASADENA, March 26.—After 
hearing experts testify that the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society build- 
ings in South Pasadena were in a 
more hazardous condition than the 
school in Playa del Rey, which 
burned to the ground with a great 
loss of life, officers and directors 
of the county institution today de- 
cided te start a campaign to raise 
}$200,000 for the purpose of erect- 
ing new bulidings on a tract al- 
ready owned by the society in 
Altadena. 


At the present time the society, 
the buildings of which have been 
condemned by the State Board of 
Charities, faces the crisis of having 
its doors closed and the 140 in- 
mates turned out. 

“If the doors of this institution 
are closed what will become of 
these little tots; are they to be 
turned out into the street? It 
seems to me that they will be 
worse off than ever before,” said 
W. A. Brackenridge, chairman of 
the building committee. 

Mr. Brackenridge further e- 
clared that he was amazed at 0 
reports of the fire inspectors a 
felt surprised that the attention of 
the board of directors of the in- 
stitution was not ¢@irected to the 
fire hazards long before this. 


ACTION DEMANDED 


Mrs. Margaret Sirch, representa- 
tive the State Board of Chari- 
ties, ‘read a report from that of- 
ganization which demanded imme- 
diate action on the part ot the aid 
society in providing new quar- 
ters for the children. She declared 
that she had made a personal in- 
spection of the buildings and was 
sure that if a fire should break out 
the loss of life would undoubted!y 
be great. She further intimated 
that the Boys’ and Giris’ Aid So- 
ciety had been particularly slow 
in bringing the institution up-to- 
date. The only reason the State 
board has tolerated the condition 
this long was because of the ex- 
cellent training the children re- 


ceived at the hands of the con- 
ductors of the institution, Mrs. 
Sirch declared. 


Mrs. Edna Graham of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Commission of Los An- 
geles county, asserted that becaue 
of the criticiam difected at the 
commission when the Playa del 
Rey school burned, this organiza- 
tion felt it could no longer shoul 
der responsibility for the Boys and 
Girls’ Ald Society home, The local 
institution, she said. was a far 
worse fire hazard than the beach 
school. 

An immediate need of precaution 
was stressed by R. I. Dunlap. chiert 
of the Fire Prevention Bureau of 
Los Angeles county, who declared 
that the children who now sleep 
on the third floor of the institu- 
tion must be brought to the first 
floor at once. New sleeping quar- 
ters must be provided for these 
children now, he said, as the dan- 
ger is *oo great to. wait until the 
new buildings are ready for occu-
